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In the case of Leonard v. Whetstone, 68 N. E. 197, the 
Appellate Court of Indiana has taken the view that a parent 
is not liable to his son’s fiancee for in- 
ducing him to break a contract to marry 
her, Even though false and slanderous 
charges were made, plaintiff’s only 
remedy, says the court, was an action for 
slander. The right of a parent is upheld 
to advise a child whether he or she shall 
enter into a contract of such importance 

Nor should parents’ advice be withheld 
from a child where an agreement to marry has been made, and 
in the judgment of the parents of either of the contracting 
parties, the union ought not to take place. Judge Cooley, in 
his work on Torts, (2d Ed. p. 277,) says: “The prevention 
of a marriage by the interference of a third person cannot, in 

al, in itself be a legal wrong. Thus, if one, by solicita- 

by the acts of ridicule or otherwise, shall induce one 

to break off an existing contract of marriage, no action will 
lie for it, however contemptible and blamable may be the 
conduct.’ But if a person is induced to refuse to comply with 
his agreement to marry by false and slanderous charges made 
against the other party to the agreement by a third person, 
the action is not against the third person for causing a breach 
of the contract, but for slander or libel, as the case may be.”

The last issue of “The American Legal News,” an in- 
teresting magazine which we peruse each month with great 
pleasure, contained an article presumably 
by its able editor, William C. Sprague. 
in which attention is called to the fact 
that law magazines in general devote 
very little space to the Commercial Law 
League. He asks “Is it not strange to 
say the least, that an organization which 
now comprises representatives of 1,100 of the most prominent 
law firms in the United States should be passed by in silence 
by editors who are presumed to give the news of the legal 
world? Take such publications as the American Lawyer, The 
American Law Review, The Central Law Journal, etc., read 
their summer and fall numbers this year and you will note 
the paucity of news with reference to the League. If the 
lawyers of the country depended upon these publications for 
news as to the League, it might as well hold its conventions 
in the center of China.” 

Now, in so far as the American Lawyer is concerned the 
reason why no attention has been paid to the League is two- 
fold. First—Because its proceedings very rarely contain any- 
thing of general interest. The association is composed of 
@ number of men who meet year after year and know each 
other so well that each convention takes the form of a “gab- 
fest,” with “jollying”’ the order of the day. So far as we have 
ever been able to discover there has not been an address de- 
livered on a subject of general importance to members of 
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the legal fraternity since the League started. Most of the dis- 
courses are of how Mr. X got a room with a bath tub in it 
for ten dollars and a half, how Mr. Y suffered sea sickness in 
his last trip to Europe, or how Mr. Z has just been married 
This may be vastly interesting to members of the bar who are 
acquainted with these gentlemen, but the outside community 
does not care very much for it. ‘What the League has ac- 
complished except swapping business we have never been 
able to discover. 

Secondly—We don’t think members of the League them- 
selves have any real interest in its proceedings. For several 
years we reported their conventions in full. Our August, 1899, 
number, for instance, contains an illustrated supplement giv 
ing the records of the Asbury Park meeting. This was is 
sued by us at considerable expense and we sent copies to 
every member. We never even received a “thank you” for 
this and so far as we can find, our subscription list was not 
increased by a single addition thereby. We issued another 
account the following year with the same result and then came 
to the conclusion, rightly or wrongly, that the League was 
somewhat of a “bluff,” engineered in the interests of a few 
lawyers who want to have a good time each summer. Per- 
haps we are wrong in this supposition and if so we would 
like to be put right. If Mr. Sprague or anybody else will 
convince us that there is any general demand for information 
about the Commercial Law League we shall be glad to give ft 
space.

He replied, without 
hesitation, Judah P. Benjamin, of Louisiana. This opinion 
he supplemented by the statement that he did not mean to 
say that Benjamin was the greatest political leader or states- 
man whom he had known, but, without reservation, he be- 
lieved him to be the most accomplished and best-equipped 


public man he had ever met. From what I knew of Mr. 


Benjamin, the opinion of Murpay was not at all surprising, 
for in more than a quarter of a century’s service with the 
ablest public men of both the North and South, I can say 
deliberately that, though’ I have known greater leaders in 
legislation and political management than Judah P. Benja- 
min, I have never met his equal as an accomplished, well 
equipped and ready debater and legislator. 

I first heard Mr. Benjamin speak when he appeared in the 
Confederate House of Representatives to defend his budget 
as Secretary of State, the English practice being established 
in the Confederate States of permitting members of the 
Cabinet to appear on the floor of either House of Congress 
to explain and defend such legislation as they deemed nec- 
essary. On the occasion to which I allude Mr. Benjamin 
appeared for the purpose of discussing the question raised 
by an application of certain French citizens to the Con- 
federate authorities for the release to them of a large quantity 
of tobacco which they claimed to have purchased in the 
Confederate States prior to the beginning of the war and 
which they were anxious to remove from the Confederate 
lines. Wiley P. Harris, of Mississippi, one of the ablest 
lawyers in the South, was chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee in the Confederate House of Representatives and 
disagreed with Mr. Benjamin as to the policy of releasing 
the tobacco claimed by French citizens, and the debate be- 
tween these two eminent lawyers was one of the ablest to 
which I have ever listened. It extended to many questions of 
the highest importance, such as the rights of belligerents 
and neutrals in regard to property claimed by the latter and 
alleged to have been purchased before the commencement 
of hostilities. During the progress of the debate it was made 
evident that Mr. Benjamin and a large majority of the House 
believed tkat cotton was king, and that it was only neces- 
sary to shut off the cotton supply from England to force a 
recognition of the Confederate States as an Independent gov- 
ernment. Dgbrow’s Review, which had been a sort of house- 
hold political Bible with the politicians and planters of the 
South prior to the war, had sown the seed for this perni- 
cious opinion, and no one was more thoroughly convinced of 
its truth than Mr. Benjamin. The only public man in the 
South who opposed in either House of the Confederate Con- 
gress the doctrine that cotton was king, and that cotton 
famine in Europe, and especially in England, would do more 
than infantry and artillery together to achieve independence 
for the Confederate States, was William Ballard Preston, of 
Virginia, a member of the Provisional Congress of the Con- 
federacy, who delivered at Richmond, after that city had 
been made the Capital of the Confederate States, an eloquent 
argument in favor of selling every bale of cotton then in the 
Confederacy to the English, who were anxious to purchase, 
and whose ships were then ready and waiting to transport 
this cotton to the English cotton-spinners. Mr. Preston urged 
with great force that the blockade was then only nominal, 
but. that in a short time it would be impossible to ship the 
cotton in the Southern States abroad, and that it would either 
be captured by the enemy or destroyed by the Southern 
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owners to prevent its falling into hostile hands. The result 
showed that Mr, Preston was right, for, instead of selling 
the cotton to foreigners as he suggested, and thereby creat 
ing a fund which would have enabled the Confederacy t 
carry on the war for years, the cotton in the Southern States 


, when the war began was either captured by the United States 


forces or destroyed by the Confederates in order to 
prevent its capture, and the Confederate cause was lost, 
after four years’ desperate war, not so much for the want o/ 
men as for the want of money and resources. 

So confident was Mr. Benjamin that England would be 
compelled to recognize the independence of the Confederate 
States in order to obtain cotton for the English factories 
that he devoted all his talent and energy to sending abroad 
diplomatic agents who could manage successfully the caus« 
of the Confederacy at foreign courts, and especially with 
the wealthy commercial interests abroad. William L. Yan 
cey, Mason, Slidell, L. Q. C. Lamar and Clement C. Clay 
were sent to France and England as diplomatic representa 
tives of the Confederate government; but though Louis Na- 
poleon, the French Emperor, was disposed to be friendly tc 
the Confederacy, it is well known that Queen Victoria was 
averse to any action inimical to the United States. 

The position of Mr. Benjamin in the Confederate States 
was unique and unfortunate. It was universally believed 
that Mr. Davis was largely influenced by Benjamin in his ad- 
ministration as to both civil and military affairs. Every un- 
fortunate and unpopular act by the government was charged 
to Benjamin, and the ablest men in the South, such as 
Toombs, Yancey, and Wigfall, were hostile to Davis, and 
especially to Benjamin. When he was made Secretary otf 
War, although the appointment was only temporary, the army 
officers who had been educated at West Point were out- 
raged that a lawyer with no military experience should have 
been placed at the head of the War Department, and they 
openly charged that Benjamin was more intent upon blowing 
up steamboats and railroad cars by the use of infernal ma- 
chines than fighting the battles of the Confederacy in the open 
field. As the war progressed, and its terrible results came 
nearer to the homes and hearts of the Southern people, the 
attacks upon Mr. Davis were more frequent, and his chief ad- 
viser, Mr. Benjamin, became the target for the most venom- 
ous assaults by the newspapers and public men, who openly 
denounced Davis and Benjamin as the authors of every dis- 
aster. i 

Among the loudest and most clamorous of those who &at- 
tacked Davis and Benjamin was Henry S. Foote, a member 
of the Confederate House of Representatives from the Nasb- 
ville district of Tennessee. This remarkable Man was an 
old and inveterate enemy of President Davis, having defeat- 
ed Davis for Governor of Mississippi before the war after a 
pitter and acrimonious contest in which the two rival can- 
didates had come to blows upon the hustings. Besides being 
Governor of Mississippi, Foote had been a member of the 
United States Senate, and had in that body been engaged in 
constant warfare with many of its most eminent members. 
He had on one occasion drawn a pistol in the Senate upon 
Thomas H. Benton, of Missouri, who threw open his coat 
and vest as Foote presented the weapon and shouted, “I am 
unarmed; let the assassin shoot.” Governor Foote was a man 
of considerable ability, great information and unceasing in- 
dustry. He was by no means bad hearted, but socially very 
agreeable, and one of the most interesting men in conversa- 
tion I have ever met. He was, however, a stormy petrel 
and never happy except in combat, He hated Davis in- 
tensely, and took the greatest delight in attacking and ridi- 
culing Benjamin, who was, as he expressed it, the “unprin- 
cipled minister of an unprincipled tyrant.”

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The Comedy of History.

Political parties excel in farce comedy. They have a 
genius for inconsistency. Jefferson believed, theoretically 
at least, in a decentralized government, meagerly equipped 
with authority. When he came to the Presidency, he boldly 
made the Louis‘ana Purchase, which brought him to the ex- 
treme Federalist position as to the powers of our government. 
In this and other matters his party followed him, although 
sometimes it must have been difficult to do this owing to 
his constant demonstration of the differences between theory 
and practice. 

The Federalists being out of power, were naturally com- 
nelle. by the law of pv itical parti2s to oppose whatever Jef 
ferson did, yet it was occasionally very awkward for them 
to find Jefferson calmly and shamelessly appropriating their 
principles. Not knowing where Jefferson would be, they 
could not always avoid siding with him. Generally speaking, 
the Federalists opposed the Louisiana Purchase, yet Ham'lton 
was great enough to support it, although this lost him the 
favor of his party associates. 

The Democratic party was in power during the war of 
1812, and the party leaders, with some exceptions, favored 
the war. The Federalists, largely made up of the commercial 
class, and especially the New England Federalists, bitterly 
opposed the war, prophesying and threatening all manner 
of d're things even to disunion, if they were not allowed to 
have their way. This movement culminated in the Hartford 
Convention. Its representative was on his way to Washing- 
ton with the message of protest from the convention, when 
peace was declared, and he returned in much discomfiture 
to his constituents, followed by the contempt and jeers of 
his political opponents. 

Those who took part in this movement, or who were 
suspected of any part in it, were thereafter as busy disclaim- 
ing their guilt by affidavit and otherwise, as were those who 
joined the Know-Nothing party of the early ‘fifties, to dis- 
prove their connections with it. 

The Mexican war again found the Democratic party in 
power, and, of course, the Whigs were compelled to bitterly 
oppose the war, ‘accus‘ng the Democratic party of having 
involved this country in difficulty with Mexico for the purpose 
of conquest, and averring that Jackson had sent American 
adventures into Mexico with the view of eventually seizing 
territory. 

During the rebellion the Republican party was in power. 
Any student of our history knows just what th’‘s situation 
meant. While many Democrats upheld the prosecution of the 
war, they could not control] the party organization, and the 
Democratic National Convention of 1854 declared the war a 
failure, at a time when there was not much left for the 
North to do, except to count the results. If the Federalists 
had been in power in 1812, or the Whigs, during the Mexi- 
can war, who doubts the reversal of party position as to each 
of these wars? 

The only fraternization of our pol‘tical parties seems to 
have occurred in reference to the war with Spain, but they 
speedily divided over what should be done with the fruits 
of the war, or whether we should have any fruits at all, 
except the sentimental consideration of having freed Cuba. 

It may be improper with our near perspective to attempt 
to determine how much of this last division of opinion we 








must attribute to that political code which compels oppos 
tionary action by the party out of power. 

The inertia of public opinion is the great obstacle to al! 
progress and reform. Evil government, evil institutions, ey)! 
religious beliefs, evil social customs, and all the great crimes 
against humanity, have stood defiant and rock-rooted because 
of this petrified element in human nature. Let any evil based 
on man’s selfishness to man, once become thoroughly en 
trenched, so that it has acquired according to its own pro 
mulgated law, vested with prescriptive rights,and time may 
lengthen into centuries before its end comes. 

Grotesque and ludicrous, as well as tragical, are the evil 
propagandas that have enslaved man. The ruling class, the 
well-fed and well-clothed, the educated and refined elements 
of society, have thus far furnished the main obstacle in the 
pathway of human progress. If it were not for the rebels 
the iconoclasts, the great souls who could never be qu'‘escent 
under wrong, who believed in a higher law than that of 
man, and who worshipped the ideals of truth and righteous 
ness, the world would now be buried in mediaeval darkness 
Through their vexatious, and many times, blundering pro 
tests, we have broken through the trammels of tradition and 
gained whatever we now have of good government and of 
individual r‘ghts. 

The good Philistine has in all generations been the great 
est force for evil. Either by birth or accident, or by his 
superior energy and intelligence, he has gained ease and com 
fort, and freedom from poverty and hardship, and looks out 
upon the world with dim unsee'ng eyes. Whatever institu 
tions he finds in existence when he comes upon the world's 
stage, he supports and believes in.

what is, not for what ought to be. In the-middle ages

Taylor led a hundred thousand Kentishmen to the gates 
of London, to ask for a redress of grievances, for relief from 
slavery, and from the dreadful oppressions of the king and 
h‘s nobles and the clergy, who were waxing fat in a starved 
land, our Philistine kept his record good. He was shocked 
and horrified at this causeless madness of the common herd. 
The murmurs and complaints of the unsatisfied always vex 
and annoy him. He is fond of assuming the Cassandra pose. 
and prophesying dire evils if his privilege, or the conditions 
that have g'ven him worldly goods are changed, or if some 
law, or system of government, or social institution, or form 
of religious belief, which has existed contemporaneously with 
his success, is abolished or changed. In his jurisdiction, he 
never allows a reinvestigation, or a new tr’al. His sodden 
yet educated ignorance is more dense and inert than the ele 
mental ignorance of the proletariat, because with the mass 
there is the constant fermentation, the constant protest, the 
constant endeavor for change, the constant rebellion agains! 
injustice. Better this than the snug complacency, the satis 
fied inactivity of the Ph’‘listine. 

Every nation has its Phillistia, infested by the dwellers 
apart. The attitude of the inhabitants of this kingdom to 


wards all change is like that of the peasant who saw his son 
for the first time preparing to take the grain to the mill by 
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lividing it into two parts in the sack, and w'acing it thus 


ortioned on the horse. When the father recovered his 
breath at the s‘ght of this daring innovation, he whipped his 

ng radical soundly, and ordered him to never more change 

sacred custom of his fathers, which had been to ride to 

mill with the grain in one end of the sack and a stone 

qual weight in the other end. 

It is well to remember that when reason and logic fail, 

can oftentimes floor an opponent by an appeal to the 
fathers. It is like a plea of privilege in court, it prevents 
further investigation for the truth. 

This fond affectionate worship of what is, was voiced 


py that silly Englishman in the following couplet: 
“Let all we hold and value die, 
But spare our old nobility.” 

The purbl'nd rhymer did not venerate the “old nobility,” 
because it was a necessity to the state, but because he thought 
that as England had grown up with this institution she 
could not get along without it. We cannot question the 
worth of England’s old nobility especially in the American 
market, where particular specimens of that class sometimes 
come high, but, of course, a country could get along without 
it very comfortably. 

While our profession has some great names in the roll 
of rebelion, and it was said at Westminster Hall, that the 
lawyers in the colonies were responsible for the Revolution, 
yet we have much to be ashamed of. 

The privilege of counsel to the accused in cases of felony 
was strongly condemned by all the judges in England, ex- 
cept one, in the reign of William the IV., and they all op- 
posed the Prisoners’ Counsel B‘ll. Even Bloody Jeffries, many 
years before, maintained that the law refusing counsel to 
prisoners accused of crime was unjust, and as he put it, “the 
law allowed a man to defend himself for a two-penny trespass, 
but refused that aid where life, estate, honor and all were 
concerned.” And he said that he adhered to the law as he 
found it, reluctantly. But while Jeffries was a tyrant, he was 
not a fool. 

In the trial of the Duke of Norfolk for high treason, in 
572, the prisoner asked for counsel, but the chief justice 
declared it to be the unanimous opinion of the judges that 
to allow counsel was contrary to all reason and precedent. 
It was only in the reign of Anne that it was first enacted 
that the witnesses for the prisoner should be sworn to testify 
on his behalf the same as for the crown. 


In the time of Blackstone, in the last part of the eigh- 
teenth century, there were 160 hanging offences. The absurd 
law of England prescribed hanging for murder, for stealing 
a loaf of bread, for picking pockets, and it was not until 
1812 that Romilly succeeded in obtaining the repeal of the 
s'atute, making it a capital offence for a soldier or mariner 
to beg without a pass from his commanding officer or a 
mag'‘strate. 

Be-wigged, be-powdered, and solemn judges, and eminent 
lawyers, declaimed against any change in this body of penal 
statutes, arguing that to greatly lessen the number of hang- 
ing offences would increase crime, throw down all the bar- 
rers that protected society against criminals, woulda overturn 
that code which had been established by the wise men of 
olden times, and nullify all the lessons of experier.ce 

The screeds that were written against this reform, and 
all the protests that it encountered, are the comic commentary 
now upon the vanity, the utter emptiness of the educaiec 
/snorance, the unwise wisdom of that age. 

Prison reform met the same obstacles and finally forced 
its way through the serried ranks of the Ph'listines. 

When England repealed her corn laws in order that her 
starved population might be fed with the plenty of the other 
lands, the country ‘squires and all the Philistine-tory ele- 
ment set their faces against this change, and prophesied the 





ruin of British commerce and industry, if their beloved corn 


laws were abol'shed. With equal intelligence they fumed 
and raged against the repeal of England’s mediaeval naviga- 
tion laws, and argued that her wooden walls would no longer 
protect her on the sea if these laws were repealed 

The Ship Owners’ Society of London protested against 
their repeal on the ground that they were the foundation of 
England’s maritime greatness, and said that if they were 
repealed, “rule Brittania” would forever be expunged from 
our national songs, the glories of Nelson and Duncan, would 
wither like the aspen leaf, and fade I‘ke the Tyrian dye, 
and none but Yankees, Swedes, Danes and Norwegians would 
be found in our ports. Who would there be to fight our bat- 
tles and defend our sea-girt shores? 

This is but a small sample of the Philistine protest 
that went up all over England. Every old granny turned 
prophet But the rebels held the reins of power; the corn 


laws were repealed, the repeal of the navigation laws fol- 
lowed, and English commerce released from its chains, ad- 
vanced with leaps and bounds until she controls the carrying 
trade of the world. We have stolen her navigat’on laws 
bodily, only adding where we could to their deadly effect on 
our shipping interests. 

This barbarous code remains on our statute books to- 
day, a fragment of the fifteenth century, the finest monument 
in existence to the dominating power of the petrified intel- 
lect. We have conquered wilderness, and desert, and moun- 
tain, and harnessed great rivers, but we are powerless to 
reduce this adamant’ne mass to a mere shadow of its former 
greatness, so that where our ships once had nearly all of our 
foreign carrying trade, they have now less than 10 per cent. 
We have bartered away the grandest industry that ever en- 
gaged the energies of man, that of building and sailing ships, 
for the worthlessness of a Draconian code. Nor can we hope 
for change, for the genius of cant and palaver still holds and 
treasures its own at Washington. 

Our birthright is gone, but the mess of pottage still 
tastes sweet to the blind leaders of our councils. 

As the quack doctor, finding his patient nearly done to 
death by one quack nostrum, thinks not of removing the cause 
of disaster, but only of devising a new nostrum, so our 
quacks in economics, seeing our merchant marine ly’ng pros- 
trate, because of the deadly treatment hitherto given it, can 
only offer it that quintessence of all quackery in government, 
the bolus of subsidy. 

Here is work for the bar, to cure this malpractice, better 
work than dilettante discussions of law reform. Surely we 
could undertake no nobler task than to do what we can to 
leaven this monumental mass of ignorance and stup‘dity, and 
strike the shackles from a great industry. 

Slavery flourished in this country more through the in- 
fluence of good men than through the power of bad men. The 
slave owners were largely in the minority, even in the South, 
and in most of the Northern States the slave owner was un- 
known. Yet good men all over the country were continually 
trying to excel each other in servility to the slave power. 
It was not always so, for before slavery had reduced the 
conscience of the nation to a whimpering shadow, and made 
invertebrates of all our statesmen, some of the best men in 
the South tried to have it abolished, or, failing in that, to 
lim’t its evils. Jefferson, our great humanitarian statesman, 
sorrowed over the wrongs of slavery, and seemed to in- 
stinctively foresee and fear the dread tragedies that were to 
grow of this crime. He once said: “I tremble for my coun- 
try when I think of the negro and know that God is just.” 

In the original draft of the Declaration of Independence, 
he framed a clause denouncing George II[., for upholding the 
slave trade. The Southern planters and the New England 
traders had the clause struck out. He undoubtedly secured 
the provision in the Ordinance of 1787, forbidding slavery fn 
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the Northwest territory. He led the anti-slavery party in 
Virginia. But this movement was stifled early. We were 
orda‘ned to pass in wanton recklessness for a time through 
dark shadows, unguided by humanity, until the day of wrath 
and judgment should come. 

Slavery seems to us now like a fearful dream, and if 
memory were swept away, and we should learn of this thing, 
we would wonder what manner of people it was that could 
maintain such a horror as a social institution. 


As time heals all griefs and sorrows, so does it clarify 
the vision and enable us to see what no one could see dur‘ng 
the life of slavery, the tragical humor of those who argued 
for the perpetuation of this crime. One could understand the 
attitude of the slave owner influenced by love of gain, and 
therefore easily induced to advocate slavery as a divine in- 
stitution; but what shall be said of pew and pulp't in the 
North gravely echoing the slave owners’ defense for so 
many years, urging non-interference with it, claiming for it 
prescriptive rights, and all the sanctions of religion and tradi- 
tion; arguing it to be beneficial and philanthropic towards 
the benighted African, who had been kindly removed from 
his breech-louted savagery in the jungles of the dark con- 
tinent,, and given clothes and creature comforts, and such 
rudimentary Christian teachings as would not harm him, 
by his true friend, the master. 


Vested rights was on hand, of course, claiming that we 
should not disturb th‘s beneficent institution, by means of 
which we waxed fat and prosperous and built up our indus- 
trial supremacy. 


The Lovejoys and the Garrisons, who would not remain 
quietly acquiescent, were looked upon as enemies of society. 
Lovejoy met his death, aud all his fellow agitators met so- 
cial ostracism and evil threats and destruction of their prop- 
erty. It was not allowed them even to discuss part'cular 
instances of brutality on the part of the master to his slaves. 

Slavery was a hypertrophied mass, yet it had its vast 
ganglia of exposed nerves, raw to the touch, to the veriest 
whisper of blame. Legree might whip his slave to death, 
but we agreed that it would be impolite to mention the mat- 
ter in the hearing of our Southern brethren. If some ill- 
bred person was discourteous enough to violate this rule, he 
was either mobbed or treated to a polemic on the divine 
authority for slavery, and that settled him, and left every 
one else feeling comfortable. 

The Episcopal Church placed a reprint of Scheffer’s 
Christus Consolator in the prayer book, but with a delicacy 
of feeling beyond compare, left the figure of the slave out 
of the picture. 

The powerful American Tract Society, after timidly an- 
nouncing in 1857, that the “moral evils and vices which it 
(slavery) is known to promote and which are condemned in 
the Scripture, * * * can and ought to be discussed in a 
fraternal and Chr'stian spirit,” took it back in 1858, apologized 
for its rudeness, and yielded as to the future publications of 
the society to the objections of the South. 

Even in New England where memories of Concord and 
Lexington and Bunker Hill were still green and fresh, the 
abolitionist was a pariah, an outlaw, and an abandoned 
being, and the slave was hunted down at the behest of his 
master. The master was comforted for the wrongs he suf- 
fered, and assured from pulpit, newspaper, and public ros- 
trum that the few ag‘tators who were guilty of protesting 
against slavery, did not represent the better sense of the com- 
munity, and that there was no disposition anywhere in the 
North among right-feeling men to interfere with the sacred 
institution. 

Still rebellion spread and widened, following the lines of 
the underground railroad, a‘ding the slave to escape, agitating 
the cause of human freedom in the press and from every 
coign ef vantage where the wriften or spoken word could 
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reach men’s ears; invading time-serving pew and compla 
cent pulpit, and vexing political parties, until at last the fire 
kindled by Lovejoy and Garrison and their fellows, illumineg 
the whole sky, and jn that terrible illumination the North 
finally read its shame and dishonor. In this chapter of ou; 
history, which seems to us now to belong to some other peo 
ple, some other country, tragedy and comedy walked han in 
hand in grim and dreadful fellowship. It was our voyage of 
evil sights where the night-mare-life-in-leath met us an¢ 
mocked our shame; where frightful grotesque shapes trooped 
by, tempting us with “brewed enchantments;” where the 
tyrant, the Pharisee and the coward held sovereignity, unt') 
the conscience of the nation shook as the soul of a murderer 
who hears his brother’s blood calling from the ground 
“And lo, the universal air was lit wtih deadly flame, 

Ten thousand, thousand dreadful eyes seemed looking down 

in blame.” 

In the clearer light now given to us, we feel that the 
whole moral sense of the nation should long before have re 
volted against slavery. Yet for a considerable time after 
the Civ'l War began, we earnestly disclaimed any desire to 
free the slave, and protested that the war on the part of the 
North was not an anti-slavery war, but was waged solely to 
preserve the Union. 

We were bound to make the incident the principal thing 
and the principal thing the incident. If we had not been 
morally drugged by this great wrong, we would have said 
let government, law, and all existing institutions, and all 
temporal th'ngs that we value most, go down in universal 
ruin, if need be, but we will no longer be parties to this 
crime. For greater than nations, greater than institutions 
of government, is humanity, and when it lies bleeding and 
crying for help, all other things should be held as naught 

Perhaps the atrophy of Philistin’sm was never better i! 
lustrated than in England with reference to the Rotten Bor 
oughs. About the time of the American Revolution there were 
at least a hundred of these boroughs in England. One of them 
Old Sarum, had two members of Parliament, and not a single 
inhabitant, while the large cities of Birmingham and Man- 
chester had no members at all. 

The outcry against taxation without representation was 
heard in the mother country before it started here, and the 
same mental paralytics who suported George III. and his 
imbecile ministry in coercing the colonies to the king’s will 
also opposed Parliamentary reform. From the time of Henry 
VI., there had been no change in Parliamentary representa 
tion. Here was a golden opportunity for stupidity to claim 
prescript've rights for stupidity; here was injustice made 
hallowed and perfect by ancient law, by custom and tradition; 
here was another palladium of English glory for simian 
chatterers to rave about; for the donkeys of the squirearchy 
t. protect with bray and squeal. Truly Carlyle had warrant 
for saying that “England had a population of forty millions 
of people, mostly foo!s.” 

It seems unnecessary to say that the citadel of defense 
for the existing order was found in the House of Lords, and 
in the attitude of court and k'ng. Nothing more could be 
expected of George IV., for, according to Thackeray and other 
authorities, this king was nothing but a coat and wig anyway 

Though a fool, he was not disqualified from being “the 
first gentleman of Europe.” The final attack was made in 
1832. The people demanded this reform, and the lords dod- 
dered and trembled and ran excitedly about, wringing their 
nerveless hands, wanting to know what the world was coming 
to w'th such a fearful spirit of unrest and destruction abroad 
Was it not proof enough that the existing system was 2004, 
that England had prospered and grown mighty under it? 

Bray a fool in a mortar, yet will this fool-born logic not 
depart from him.

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JUSTICE BREWER ON APPEAL. 
That the law’s delays and technicalities are responsible 
for the lynching evil is a notion evolved out of the inner con- 
sciousness of certain pedantic theorists who know little and 


care less about the facts around them. The abolition or dras- 


tic restriction of the right of appeal as a remedy for that 
evil is a conclusion drawn (logically enough) from arbitrary 
and unfounded premises. The suggestion has met with so 
little favor or sympathy that it would be unworthy of serious 
consideration were not Justice Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court one of its sponsors. 


The able jurist has written an article intended as a reply 
to strong and severe criticisms of his position on the question 
of appeals in criminal cases. He assumes that many of the 
advocates of the present system of appeals are insincere 
or dishonest, which is unimportant if true. and proceeds to 
say a few words to those good citizens, whose name he admits 
is legion, who really believe that the taking away of the right 
of appeal would be a grievous wrong. Whatever the super- 
ficial reader may think about the reply, the truth is that it is 
extremely weak and unconvincing. 

The aphorism that “justice delayed is justice denied” 
is utterly irrelevant, since no one proposes to delay “justice.” 
Appeals, like first trials, are necessary to ascertain and deter- 
mine what justice is. or what justice requires, in a given sit- 
nation, and he who wants a speedy execution of the verdict ob- 
tained in the trial court on the grounu that he is entitled to 
“justice” obviously begs the whole question. The appellant 
challenges the justice of the verdict, and from his viewpoint it 
is not justice, but injustice, which is delayed by the right of 
appeal.— (Chicago “Post.’’) 


AN ARTIST’S RIGHT TO RESTRAiIN ALTERATION OF 
PICTURES.—Mr. William de Leftwich Dodge, the mural 
painter, has secured an injunction restraining a decorating 
company from tampering with certain panels in a Toronto 
hotel. This is a kind of recognition of the right of an artist 
to prevent the alteration of a publicly exhibited work, even 
after it has passed out of his possession; but this quasi-pro- 
prietorship will not be fully established, or disallowed, until 
the courts shall have given final decision on the case. It was 
a characteristic theory of the late Mr. Whistler that an artist 
merely sold the right of custody of a masterpiece, retaining 
moral ownership. Probably the courts will not take so ad- 
vanced a view. Indeed, most people will feel that in equity 
the artist may assume to control the disposition only of per- 
manently exhibited pictures. Probably the law would grant 
redress against an owner who maliciously altered a picture 
and then gave it to a museum. In very much the same way 
a mural painter could make out a plausible case of palpable 
injury if decorations generally known as his should be sub-

THE VAN WORMER EXECUTION.—Capital punishme: 
received the severest test in recent times to-day when the thre: 
brothers Van Wormer were executed at Dannemora, N. Y 
Only once before has society claimed the death of three mem 
bers of one family in that state, and since then there has been 
a decided change in public sentiment regarding the infliction 
of capital punishment and the responsibility of the state 
touching the evolution of the criminal] from the rowdy and 
hoodlum. 


Strictly speaking, Governor Odell is not open to criticism 
for refusing to interfere in the sentence passed by the court 
It is known that he would have welcomed any plausible ground 
upon which to commute the sentence at least of tne youngest 
of the brothers, for he felt that litttle good woud result to 
the public from the morbid interest shown in such an un 
usual execution. 


For all this, however, the executive might have considered 
that to a large extent the state had been responsible for the 
unchecked wayward and criminal career of these brothers, 
and that the lad of 17, though equally guilty of crime, had been 
given no better schooling than the vicious example of his 
elders. It is not so much a question of where tne duty of the 
state ends in such a case as of where it begins. And it is open 
to serious doubt whether the infliction of the death penalty on 
a mere youth acts either as a protection to society or a de 
terrent to crime. 


Incidentally the deplorable event is a sharp commentary 
on the “quantity” rather than “quality” of citizenship, which 
is the only practical point in connection with the “race su! 
cide” discussion. The brothers Van wormer added three 
the census, but look at what they have cost society ana the 
state through their criminality and wholly useless and danger 
ous lives. 


Out of the triple execution, which many will believe might! 
have been advantagously avoided, we may draw these lessons: 
Society must be held responsible for progression in crime 
where it makes no concerted effort to check it. Capital punish: 
ment appears most repugnant when it operates by wholesale. 
The reproduction of the race must be commended or condemned 
by the character rather than the number of citizens added 
to the census.—Chicago “Post.”

CHANGES NEEDED IN PUBLIC LAND LAW.—Accord- 
ing to a Washington special Senator Hansbrough, of North 
Dakota, is preparing a bill providing for important changes in 
the public land laws, the measure being in line, if not in ab- 
solute accord, with the recommendations made by the Presi- 
lent to the last Congress. Senator Quarles, of Wisconsin, 
introduced a bill last winter providing for the absolute repeal 
of the Desert Land law, the Timber and Stone act and the 
Commuted Homestead law. By a majority of one that bill was 
reported favorably, Senators Bard and Nelson joining with 
the Democrats in favor of repeal. Senators Hansbrough, Clark, 
of Wyoming; Heitfield, Kearns, Gamble and Burton agreed 
ipon a minority report, and it is upon this report that the 
Hansbrough bill be based. 


It will provide for the amendment of the Desert Land act 
80 as to prohibit the assignment of a desert right prior to the 
making of final proof. The entryman must now pay the 
government and expend in improvements during the three 
years which must lapse prior to the making of final proof a 
total of $4.25 an acre, amounting to $1,360 for a desert claim, 
and making the land more valuable for agricultural than for 
grazing purposes. 

The frauis which for a long series of years have been free- 
ly charged grow out of assignments by entrymen to corpora- 
tions seeking the acquirement of large tracts of land, osten- 
sibly for range purposes. Thus a small number of men have 
been enabled to control the situation, and contests have been 
few. 

Senator Hansbrough believes, however, that by changing 
the law so as to prevent a conveyance of right under three 
years, from date of entry, the entryman will practically be 
compelled to reside on the land, or sufficiently near by to make 
his improvements, and that failure to comply with the law 
Will invite a contest. 





He holds that, while under present conditions where the 
big cattlemen have secured control of large areas there are 
no settlers or intending settlers to bring contests, if the origi- 
nal entryman is compelled to give the land his personal atten- 
tion for three years he will be obliged to make his home there. 
which means settlement and cultivation, with the same results 
as are now obtained under the original five-year Homestead 
law 

Under the Timber and Stone act, according to Senator 
Hansbrough, the entryman in too many instances does not 
even see the land. He offers his filing at the local land office 


pays $2.50 an acre for 160 acres, and may at once assign his 
right. This enables the lumber king to secure ownership to 
valuable timber lands at a minimum of cost. The new bill will 
provide for examination and estimate of the character and 


value of the timber by federal agents, and after due notice the 
stumpage will be offered for sale to the highest bidder. The 
bill will also fix a price below which the timber shall not be 
sold 

The senator holds that an absolute repeal of the law 
would put a sudden check to the lumbering industry of the 
west, and advance the price of lumber. Moreover, he claims 
that almost from the very beginning of the government it has 
been found impossible to establish a policy or system under 
which the great pineries could be disposed of in small hold- 
ings. 

He cites the results of efforts in this direction in Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, and says the only equitable 
method he can conceive of, if lumbering is to go on and keep 
pace with other industries, is to compel those who acquire 
government timber to pay full value for it. He believes it 
would be well to provide, however, that not more than 320 acres 
should be sold to any single individual or corporation — 
(Bangor, Me., “Commercial.) ,

In many States of the Union laws have been enacted prescribing certain duties 
to be performed by foreign corporations which contemplate doing business ip such 
States, and affixing certain penalties for non-compliance, and, in some instances 
going so far as to probibit by judicial proceedings the enforcement of contracts 
entered into by such corporations that fail to comely with the — of the law. 

Under these circumstances it is apparent that corporations intending to do 
business outside of their respective States, should have some trustworthy method 
by which they can learn what requirements foreign States demand of them before 
they can legally operate their pusiness in such States.

dexed and is accompanied with a very complete list of forms 
and tables of cases. 


As every one who has the slightest acquaintanceship with 
the art of law book making is aware, the preparation of an an- 
notated edition of acts which have been amended, re-amended, 
codified and re-codified is a task far from easy. The usual 
method is to throw in the decisions helter skelter, trusting to 
the index to set the reader right. The present book, however, is 
a shining exception. It has presented clearly every successive 
Collateral Inheritance and Transfer Tax Law in the State of 
New York from the enactment of the first statute in 1885 to the 
present time with the decisions of the different courts grouped 
under the respective sections of the law which they affect. 
The book is intended to contain within itself all statute law 
and case law bearing upon the subject. The purpose, in so 
doing, is to enable a person readily to find the statute in force 
at the time of a decedent’s death, together with the decisions 
interpreting its provisions, and thereby to obviate the neces- 
sity of referring to session laws, digests and text books for 
that purpose.

Tittlebat Titmouse, (Abridged from Dr. Samuel Warren’s 
famous novel “Ten Thousand a Year,” by Cyrus Townsend 
Brady), published by Funk & Wagnalls Co., 30 Lafayette 
place, New York City.

On taking up this book the thoughts of the present writer 
wandered back to an afternoon in early spring during the 
eighties, and he can yet hear the droning voice of the professor 
on “Real Property:” “Gentlemen, I almost question whether 
you can obtain as good a knowledge of the anciert procedure in 
ejectment from any law book as from “Ten Thousand a Year.’ ’ 
With what fascination did we read of the rise and fall of that 
unspeakable little jackanapes Tittlebat Titmouse, of that mos! 
excellent though somewhat insipid family of Aubrey, of the 
subtle villain Mr. Gammon, of the pompous Mr.Quirk, and ter 
rier-like Mr. Snap, and finally of those frozen embediments ¢f 
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pride the Earl of Dreddiington and his daughter. It is a law- 
yer’'s novel, pure and simple. No work, not even “Bleak 
House.”” can approach it in that respect, and yet, for various 
reasons, Dr. Warren’s book in its original form is not calcu- 
ated to enjoy general popularity. There is altogether too 
much in the way of a discussion of technicalities, both legal 
and legislative, and of sentimentality verging somewhat upon 
the maudlin. The first but endears it to the legai fraternity. 
the second constitutes a drawback both to lawyers and lay 
men. In a word, Dr. Warren’s novel, as it has heretofore ap- 
peared was suited to an age when the “three-decker,’ was 
navigated to the “Islands of the Blest” not to these times of the 
ram-vou-damn-you liner with its brace of bucking screws.”

Concerning a Dismemberment of the Well Known 
and Time Honored 


In 1860 Benjamin Vaughn Abbott and Austin Abbott com- 
piled the “Abbott’s Digest,” which gave them world-wide 
fame as digesters of the law, and their plan of classification 
was so meritorious that it has since been adopted by the 
digesters of nearly every state in the Union. It has been also 
followed by the “American Annual” and the “Century” Digests. 
Nearly every text-book writer since has blocked out the law 
according to this classification. Its continued use for over 
forty years in this country has made it the classification 
with which the whole bar of the country is familiar, and 
therefore it may very properly be called the national stand- 
ard, and hence most practical for the purposes of the practi- 
toner. 

This splitting up of the well-known blocks of the law,
